The rapidly growing nuisance of 
so-called “hop-hikers,” 
fellow’s w’ho 
jerk their thumbs at the 
motorist, 
asking lifts has brought such a num­ 
ber of complaints to the headquarters 
of the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
that a special bulletin has been sent 
out to the 80 motor clubs of the fed­ 
eration calling attention to the dan­ 
ger involved in heeding these appeals. 
Secretary J. Clyde Myton declared 
that there is no law covering this m at­ 
ter and that the only remedy is to 
educate the motoring public.

motorists have had 
sad 
experience 
in picking up these thumb-jerkers ’’ he 
said, “varying from cold-blooded hold­ 
ups involving murderous assaults to 
suits for damages for personal ■injury’ 
an i suits based upon blackmail.

“Recently 'newspapers 
reported a 
rase of a blond haired flapper bandit, 
who with the aid of two young men 
accomplished a new' type of hold-up. 
She walked alone along the highway, 
asking for a ride from the first likely 
looking motorist going the right way. 
One good-natured man picked her up 
for a ride to the next town, whither 
she said she was bound, 
At a desig­ 
nated place fuither along the girl sud 
denly screamed ami demanded to be 
let out of the car. 
Naturally the as­ 
tonished motorist stopped to let her 
out and at that instant the tw'o men 
appeared fnitn the bushels and held 
him up at the point of a revolver. 
“In other cases motorists have been 
beaten over the head with a black­ 
jack in the hands of the wandering 
hiker and left along the road. 
There 
have been many variations of this 
mme scheme. 
Damage Actions 
"The attention of the motorist is 
also callet! to another and equally im­ 
portant phase of this matter, the fi­ 
nancial responsibility involved. Thou- 
rands of young boys are constantly 
beseeching motorists to pick them up 
and carry them along to some distant 
point. 
It is a great temptation to 
the motorist to give these little fel­ 
lows a lift, and a few’ years agt) the 
motorist who didn’t do it was called 
selfish. 
In fact, it is hard for any 
real man to resist these boy’s. 
But 
let him consider this: if he unfor­ 
tunately becomes involved in an acci­ 
dent in w'hich one of these boys is 
injured he in most likely 
held 
re­ 
sponsible and the result may be a suit 
for several thousands of dollars in 
compensation. 
“Three such suits are now' pending 
in the courts of Maryland, in each 
case boys being tile victims. 
In one 
case death resulted and in the other 
two 
serious 
injuries. 
Suits 
were 
brought by the parents in each case, 
against the owner of the car. 
“(old blooded §nd selfish as it may 
appear to be, the best rule is to never 
give a ride to a stranger, young or 
old. 
Of course, there may occasion­ 
ally be exceptions to this rule, but the 
motorist must be extremely careful 
when making exceptions or he may 
prove the rule.”
